BRYAN GIVES OPINION 


ON THE NATION'S COURSE 


Conclusion Arrived at in Suinmtus W 


Philippine Quevtlon. Declaration 
of Independence Our Cutdins Star 


New Tork, Aug. 2.—This week's Inde- 


pendent contains a discussion, from the 
pen of William J. Bryan, who says, m 
Bart: 


"The Declaration of Independence as- 


serts that governments derive their Just 
powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned, and this is the doctrine to which 
we have adhtred for more than a cen- 
tury. 
Jt is the doctrine which has 


distinguished us from European coun- 
tries, and has made our nation the hope 
of humanity. 


"If the doctrine set forth in the Dec- 


laration of Independence is sound, how 
can we rightfully acquire sovereignty 
over the Filipinos by a war of con- 
quest? 
How can we ^rightfully pur- 


chase sovereignty from a Spanish sov- 
ereign, whose title we disputed in Cuba, 
and whose rebellious subjects we armed 
in the Philjppmes? 


"In the resolution of intervention, con- 


gress declared that the Cubans were, and 
of right ought to be, free. Why? 
Be- 


cause governments derive their Just 
poweis from the consent of the gov- 
erned, and Spam had refused to respect 
the wishes of the Cubans. 
If the Cu- 


bans were, and of right ought to be, free, 
why not the Filipinos? 


"In the beginning of the Spanish war 


congress denied that our nation had 
any thought of extending its territory 
by war. If we then had no thought 
of securing by conquest new territory 
in the eastern hemisphere, why should 
we now think of securing m the eastern 
hemisphere new rac°s for subjugation? 


,"A republic cannot enter upon a col- 


onial policy. 
It cannot advocate gov- 


ernment by consent at home and gov- 
ernment by force abroad. 
The Decla- 


ration of Independence will lose - its 
value when we proclain the doctrine 
familiar in Euiope, but detestable here, 
that governments are round in shape, 
about 13 inches in diameter and fired out 
of a cannon. 


"For more than a century this'nation 


has been travelling along the pathway 
wli'ch leads from the low domain of 
might to the lofty realm or right, and*ts 
history has been witftout a parallel in 
the annals of recorded time. What will 
be our fate if we turn backward and be- 
gin the descent toward force and con- 
quest? 


"It is not sufficient to say that the 


forcible annexation of^ jthe Philippine 
islands is a. benevolent undertaking en- 
tered upon for the good* of the Filipinos. 
Lincoln pointed out that this has al- 
ways been the argument of kings. To 
use his words: 
'They always bestrode 


the necks o£ ihe ycGgls, not that they 
wanted to do it, but because the people 
were better off for beipg ridden." 


self-'gb5vernmen£" should"iavbr~forcible 
annekatito, but still more surprising 
that any one who believes in the Chris- 
tian religion should favor the substitu- 
tion of force for reason in the extension 
of our nation's influence. 


"I£ we adopt the gunpowder gospel 


in the Philippines, how long will it be 
before that principle will be trans- 
planted in American soil?' 
So long as 


our arguments are addressed to the 
reason and the heart our progress 1s 
sure, but can we, without danger to 
Christianity, resort to the ancient plan 
of injecting religion into the body 
through bullet-holes?" 


"The" question is frequently asked, 


what can we do? Nearly two months 
elapsed between the signing 
of the 


treaty and the beginning 6f hostilities 
in the Philippines. 
During: that time 


the president and congress might have 
given the FjhpiEOs the same assurance 
of independence that was given to the 
Cubans. 
Such assurance would have 


prevented bloodshed. 
If the doctrine 


of self-government is sound, the Fil- 
ipinos are entitled to govern themselves, 
and the president can now promise them 
Independence as soon as a sta.ble gov- 
ernment can be established. 


"If the presidentjs not willing to take 


the responsibility of enforcing the doc- 
trine set forth in the Declaration of 
Independence, he can call congress to- 
gether and let it take the responsibility. 
A special session would be leas expen- 
sive than war, not to speak of the prin- 
ciples involved. 


"Our nation is protecting the republics 


of South America from outside inter- 
ference while they work out their des- 
tiny. We can extend the same doctrine 
to the Philippines, and, having rescued 
the inhabitants from a foreign yoke, we 
can guard them from molestation while 
they develop a republic in the Orient. 
They will be our friends Instead of our 
enemies; we can send school teachers 
to Manila, instead of soldiers, and the 
World will know that there is a reality 
In the theory of government promul- 
gated at Independence hall and defend- 
ed by the blood of the revolutionary 
lithers."

Register gives a comprehensive Idea of 
the many changes in the navy and the 
progress of improvement in the service 
in the past few months. It is one of 
the most interesting publications Is- 
sued by the navy department. It shows ' 
the. rank and names of. all officers of 
the United States navy, their stations 
and duties; also a list of all the ships 
in commission and their stations and 
the vessels being built and the rates 
and pay of all enlisted men. A new 
book.has just been issued and distrib- 
uted, and the whole navy is busy study- 
ing it. The interest in it is double that 
that has awaited the publication of al- 
most any previous pamphlet of the 
sort, on account of the great changes 
made by the personnel bill and the en- 
largement of the navy owing- to-the 
,war and the present trpublea' in the 
Philippines, says the New York Sun. 


The officers' list is longer and differ- 


ently arranged, partly ofl account of 
the uniting of the -line -and engineer 
force. There.is now no department 
headed "engineer corps," a's" former- 
ly, for all the engineer officers who 
were formerly known as chiefs, passed 
assistants, assistants of engineer ca- 
dets are now captains, commanders, 
lieutenant commanders, {lieutenants, 
ensigns or just cadets. It makes a 
greatly 'lengthened list of line officers, 
and for the first time an engineer offi- 
cer appears under the head of cap- 
tains, there being 11 such changes. 
The navy now includes 1 admiral,''18 
rear admirals, 70 -'captains, -112 com- 
manders, 170 lieutenant commanders, 
300 lieutenants, 132 lieutenants; junior

Sound For "£ears. 


Mr. JJ. H. Daniel of Princeton, Ky., 


has a number of perfectly sound ap- 
ples which he has kept over from last 
year. Mr. Daniel's process is a good 
one and may 'be regarded as something 
new in the way of preserving fruit. 
He htcs a cellar which is kept at the 
same temperature all the year, and he 
ias discovered that by putting apples 
in it 'in such a way that they will not 
touch each other they may be kept 
sound for months and possibly years. 


He also has a method by which he 


will, in the future,-buy eggs at the 
times of the year when they are cheap 
and keep them for months, when he 
can receive a handsome price for 
them, says the Princeon (Ky.) Repub- 
lican. 
He finds that by permitting 


pure, fresh water to run over eggs con- 
stantly they may be kept sound for 
months. He will likely try the ex- 
periment this season, as he has a sys- 
tem of waterworks by which he can 
easily, keep a large supply of them.

There are only a f ew of them .at pres- 
ent, but the- number is being added to 
all the time and -w-ill continue until 100 
have tjeen .appointedt' Most of .these 
men come-from, chief maqhinists, who 
!are petty officers In the service, after 
an examination-as te-their ability and 
professional knowledge-'It gives" & new 
chance to rise and is welcomed, as an 
opportunity for many' capable men hi 
the service to gain a rise wWch might 
never come otherwise. 


The list of warrant officers in the old 


grades is much longer than in former 
issues of the register, for the number 
is being constantly added to owing to 
the steady growth, of the navy. Most of 
the new men—in fact, practioally every 
one of those who have secured acting 
appointments recently as warrant offi- 
cers—are men who have served in the 
navy as petty officers for from one to 
ten years. If a capable man who passes 
all the examinations and ca'n fill the re- 
quirements has been in the service only 
three months, he may be promoted just 
the same. There is the case of a man 
who enlisted in-the-navy-just before 
the war, right after'the' blowing up of 
the Maine in Havana' h'arb'or. He had a 
trade as a blacksmith's helper. He was 
of good habits and attended to busi- 
ness, while atthe samfe.time he had his 
share of the enjoyments. and troubles 
of the naval service.. Finally hfe se- 
cured the rate.of--blacksmith, which 
gave him a first class petty officer's ap- 
pointment. He served in that rate un- 
til an order was issued a few months 
ago providing for aiu examination of 
such men in the navy as desired to be-

Not only are new 
and higher places created for the men 
who enlist and thus greater incentive 
given to good conduct and faithful 
work In the service, but conditions for 
men of the old time lower rates are 
Improved in many ways, for the navy 
is changing not only in types of ships, 
but in personnel and surroundings as 
well. Besides the new grades already 
mentioned, there is a warrant rank 
created within the past 18 months in 
the medical corps which allows a hos- 
pital steward (which is the old grade 
of apothecary, now abolished) to rise 
,to a pharmacist. There are already 25 
of these new warrant officers, all at- 
tached to shore stations, with the ex- 
ception of one, who is returning home 
from the Philippines in the Olympia 
with Admiral Dewey. 


In the marine corps a place as gun- 


nery sergeant has been created, and 
deserving noncommissioned officers of 
the corps are being promoted to that 
rate. Just what their duties are to be 
on board ship is a matter of present 
consideration, but now the new gun- 
nery sergeants are acting, many of 
them, as first sergeants of guards. A 
gunnery sergeant .ranks after a drum 
major and just ahead of a first ser- 
geant, and his .pay ti $35 a month for 
the first two'years' service and $40 a 
month after five years' service.

the title indicates, he will have to do 
with the ship's battery. 
' A new rate has been created in the, 
navy' proper of gup captains, with 
three classes.

.With .the increase of the naval force 


In the Philippines by the 12 gunboats 
purchased by General Otis from the 
Spaniards and the four gunboats cap- 
tured by Dewey the blockade of ports { 
in the islands will be made more se- 
eure, and naval officers predict that 
the Insurgent cause will suffer severe- 
ly through the stoppage of outside aid. 
Just how the insurgents manage to 
procure their outride supplies the gov- 
ernment has been unable to ascertain, 
but the opinion appears to be general 
in official quarters at Washington that 
the Filipino^ are making extensive 
purchases of munitions of war and 
food. They appear to have plenty of 
money, and have spent it freely in get- 
ting the things they need. The new 
flotilla1 of gunboats, according to the 
New York Sun, has been engaged in 
blockade service for only a month or 
so, but the Filipinos have suffered 
greatly' in that short period through 
the loss of the materials which they 
were getting before the blockade was 
extended. These gunboats are all of 
light draft and are consequently able 
to enter the numerous shallow lagoons 
and rivers abounding in the Philip- 
pines. 


Much of the illicit trade between Lu- 


zon and,other places is in tobacco, as 
the Tagal requires a goodly supply of 
the weed to make life bearable to 
him. 
Matiy blockade runners, mostly 


small trading craft, have been captur- 
ed by the American gunboats recently, 
and, 
as a result, the Filipinos are un- 


questionably suffering severely from 
the absence of their favorite solace. 
These blockade runners also carried 
arms and ammunition. It is predicted 
at the navy department that before 
the end of the rainy season the Fili- 
pino forces in Luzon will have little 
ammunition left.

grade to chief electrician, which places 
them with the highest class of petty 
officers.

Visitors to the Crater Find the Trip 


by No Means Easy. 


The volcanic eruption of Mauna Loa 


is still in full blast. The lava flow is 
apparently filling up the tableland near 
the Humuula sheep ranch. Hilo and 
the whole island of Hawaii are envel- 
oped In smoke. 
Vessels encounter 


dense clouds of smoke hundreds of 
miles out at sea, and navigators are 
seriously inconvenienced. Kilauea is 
also nlaklng smoke freely, and the in- 
dications are that this volcano will 
soon be in active eruption, says the 
New York Tribune. 


Prank Davey has returned to San 


Francisco from a visit to the volcano. 
He says there is a series of eight cra- 
ters. Five of them were dead, but ap- 
peared to have been active recently. 
One of the others was belching forth 
smoke and fire and molten rocks of 
great size. According to Davey, the 
rocks wpre as big as horses and went 
to a great height. 


It took Davpy and his party 15 hours 


to ascend the mountain to the active 
Crater from the summit, where their 
horses were left. 
Two men became 


delirious on the way for want of wa- 
ter. The trip is described as a terrible 
one in the extreme. All around the top 
of the mountain it was cold. At the 
crater it was very hot. B. S. Pratt 
was caught on a knoll high up on 
Mauna Loa, on two sides of which the 
lava was flowing. The sun was nearly 
down. He did not know which way to 
go and spent the night there as a des- 
perate chance, as he thought, of life. 
He sat up all night and watched the 
lava flow. When the fumes were 
blown his way, he lay down on his 
face to keep from suffocating. Next 
morning he found his way out by fol- 
lowing back down between the two 
flows.

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THE RIVAL ISTHMIAN CANAL

'HERE has been so much discussion recently as to the relative merits of the Panama 


and Nicaragua canal routes that the arguments of two partisans are herewith given, 
so that the alleged advantages of each may be impartially weighed by the readeri 


THE PANAMA ROUTE 


The recent arrival in New York of 


four gentlemen prominently connected 
with the new Panama Canal company 
has brought out a number of interest- 
ing facts in connection with that enter- 
prise which have a bearing upon the 
effort that will be renewed in congress 
at the approaching session to secure 
the passage of the Nicaragua canal bill. 
These gentlemen are M. Hutin, director 
general; R. G. Ward, an engineer who 
has been in charge of work on the Pan- 
ama canal; M. Le Marcke, attorney for 
the bondholders of the old Panama 
company, and-M. Lanipre, secretary cf 
the new company. 
These gentlemen 


aver that the Panama canal is now in 
the hands of a new and strong corpora- 
tion, which is vigorously pushing the 
work upon it and promises to complete 
it in eight years. This company was 
organized in 1894 by a number of very 
prominent and wealthy French finan- 
ciers and by a decree of the French 
courts it obtained full ownership and 
possession of all the work on the isth- 
mus which had been done by the old 
De Lesseps organization, and this, too, 
without assuming any of the debts cre- 
ated by the bankrupt company. 


It was only after the company be- 


came satisfied, from the reports of the 
most eminent engineers, that the canal 
was feasible as a lock canal and not a? 
a sea level canal, as De Lesseps first 
proposed, and not until they knew with 
tolerable accuracy the cost of complet- 
ing it that they gave their plans to the 
public. One hundred and twenty-fivp 
millions of dollars were actually spent 
upon the canal in construction work by 
the old company, and it will cost $100,- 
000.000 to complete it. Over 3,000 men are 
now at work upon the canal, and the 
engineers have been able to solve satis- 
factorily the chief problems which per- 
plexed the -old management—namely, 
the control of the floods in the Chagres 
river and the prevention of the caving 
in of the sides of the great Culebra cut. 
The river is to be taken care of by es- 
tablishing an enormous storage reser- 
voir to hold the flood waters and to 
utilize them for the locks of the canal. 
The engineers have established a sys- 
tem of drainage in the Culebra cut 
•which prevents the caving in of its sides 
and have ascertained that when they 
get a few feet 'farther down they will 
strike a stratum of hard material which 
will obviate further trouble. 


The new company has obtained a re- 


newal of the old concession from the 
government of Colombia and has eight 
years more in which to complete the 


their company has no connection with 
the French government and asks no 
subsidy from the United States. Its ca- 
nal will be open to the commerce of the 
whole world on equal terms. 


These facts in relation to the Panama 


canal will be presented to congress 
when the Nicaragua bill comes up at 
the nest session. The principal argu- 
ment of the advocates of that measure 
will be the importance to the United 
States of having a ship canal under 
American control. In reply to this ar- 
gument it will be urged that the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty with Great Britain 
absolutely precludes this country from 
exercising sole control over any canal 
across the Central American isthmus, 
because it provides in express terms 
that the United States and Great Brit- 
ain shall jointly share in the protection 
and control of any such canal. The 
United States would have just as large 
a measure of control over the Panama 
canal without investing a dollar in it 
as it could exercise over the Nicaragua 
canal after furnishing all the money for 
its construction. A further argument 
will be a denial of the constitutional 
power of congress to appropriate money 
or Issue bonds for the building of a ca- 
nal in a foreign country, either directly 
by thss gc'.'arnment or in partnership 


THE NICARAGUA ROUTE 


During the past century surveys have 


been made and plans submitted for the 
construction of a canal across the nar- 
row strip which connects North and 
Soutn America and separates the At- 
lantic from the Pacific ocean. Tt has 
been the hope of all the maritime na- 
tions since the time of Columbus' dis- 
covery to shorten the distance around 
the world, but it was not until in the 
early eighties of the present century 
that work of any kind was done and 
that was by the granting of a conces- 
sion for the construction of a canal 
across that part of Central America 
which separates Nicaragua from Costa 
Rica. The grant was made by the Ni- 
caraguan government to the Maritime 
Canal company of Nicaragua. Although 
the matter of building the canal has 
been one of the important things that 
have been brought before the people of 
the United States from time to time, 
the true benefit of a short route to our 
Pacific coast from the Atlantic was not 
fully appreciated until the war between 
the United States and Spam had been 
declared and the battleship Oregon 
made her long and famous voyage from 


, Francisco V Kcy West via the 


chain of mountains, whose height is re- 
duced at this point nearly to the level 
of the sea. It is 110 miles long, 60 miles 
wide and has a varying depth of from 
10 to 250 feet. The San Juan river flows 
from the lake eastward injo the Carib- 
bean sea and ranges in depth from 10 to 
100 feet. The summit of the lake is 110 
feet above the level of the sea. 


There will be three locks near either 


entrance of the canal, and the level cf 
the lake will be extended about 64 miles 
down the river by the construction of a 
dam 1,250 feet long and 65 feet high 
across the San Juan river at Ochoa. 
This will raise the level of the water 
to a depth of from 30 to 40 feet. Vessels 
entering the canal on the Caribbean side 
will sail on the ocean level a distance of 
12% miles, at which point they will be 
raised by three locks to the level of the 
lake. Thence they will proceed along 
the San Juan river and Lake Nicaragua 
to the three locks on the Pacific, where 
they will be lowered within 3% miles of 
the ocean. 


These locks will be similar to the one 


built by the government at the Sault 
Ste. Marie canal, which connects Lake 


$67,000,000 to $140,000,000. The estimated 
cost of completing the canal, according 
to Chief Engineer Alenocal, who made 
the first survey over the accepted 
route, was $52,067,340.55. with additional 
amounts for emergencies! of $13,016,- 
835.45, making a total of $85,084,170. The 
statement jnade to the select committee 
of the United States senate by the 
members of the commission appointed 
by President McKinley, of which Admi- 
ral Walker was the head, was that the 
cost of the canal would be between 
$100.000,000 and $140,000,000. They have 
agieed that the Nicaragua route has 
decided advantages over the Panama 
rou*e. 


The concession granted the Maritime 


Canal company will expire in Oi-tober, 
1899, but the contract carries a. clause 
allowing the time to be extended. There 
has been little or no actual work'on the 
canal proper. Most of the money ex- 
pended has been for the erection of 
houses, the equipment of a railroad 
along part of the route and the con- 
struction of a breakwater at Greylown. 
which has oppned the old harbor of San 
Juan del Norte.

It appears from the reports of 
the engineers that fully two-fifths of 
the entire work has already been done. 
The canal can unquestionably be com- 
pleted in much less time than will be 
required to build the Nicaragua canal. 
The Panama canal is only 46 miles long, 
•while the Nicaragua canal has a length 
ol 174 miles, about two-thirds of which 
is in the channel of the San Juan river 
and in Lake Nicaragua, The actual 
Amount of canal excavation to be done 
upon the Nicaragua route is greater 
than upon the Panama, and the canal 
proper will be a few miles longer. The 
engineering problems are more serious 
on the Nicaragua canal than on that of 
Panama. On the former there are two 
dividing ranges of hills or low moun- 
tains to be cut through, whereas there 
is only one on the latter. There are 
also the special difficulties of erecting 
an enormous danTacross the San Juan 
river, blasting out rocks in the rapids 
of that stream and of dredging in the 
shallow places in Lake Nicaragua. The 
Panama canal has a good port at each 
of its termini, at Colon on the Atlantic 
side and at La Boca, near Panama, on 
the Pacific side. The Nicaragua canal 
has no port at either end, and millions 
of dollars must be (Spent In constructing 
'artificial harbors before shipping can 
Tnake any use of the canal. 
• The latest estimate of the cost of the 
Nicaragua canal is $100,000,000, but some 
engineers who have surveyed the line 
place the figure as high as $134,000,000, 
and others believe that before the canal 
is finished and the two artificial har- 
"bors constructed for It at least $200,000,- 
000 will have to be spent. 


The Panama people say that their es- 
timates have been made to meet the re- 
quirements of a company that has pro- 
ceeded upon business principles to build 
a canal as a commercial enterprise, 
•while the estimates for the Nicaragua 
canal have been placed at a low figure 
In order to induce congress to pass a 
bill authorizing the issue of bonds to 
pay the expenses of the work. Inaccu- 
racy in the Panama estimates would, 
-they say, be regarded as a very serious 
matter by the company, whereas un- 
derestimates for the Nicaragua canal 
would be overlooked after the United 
States government had been fully com- 
mitted to the enterprise, and congress 
would be relied upon to vote whatever 
additional money or credit might be re- 
quired for finishing the undertaking.

Whether the Nicaragua bill shall be 


passed or not, the Panama canal com- 
pany intends to complete its canal years 
before the rival canal can be finished 
and thus secure all the traffic between 
the two oceans by the establishment of 
steamship lines between the principal 
American and European ports and the 
ports of the western coast of North 
and South America and those of Aus- 
tralia and the Sandwich Islands. The 
friends of both canals admit that the 
one which is first completed will secure 
the business and hold most of it. 


In regard to national control over an 


Isthmian canal, the general opinion is 
that such a canal would speedily be 
neutralized by a treaty between all the 
great commercial nations of the world, 
as has been done with the Suez canal, 
and that the ownership of a canal by 
the United States would not, therefore, 
give this government any rights not 
shared by other nations. Great Britain 
has a controlling interest in the stock 
of the Suez canal, but has only the 
same privileges in its use that are pos- 
sessed by other countries.

Tfce World'n Telephones. 


It is estimated that the total number 


of telephone subscribers of the whole 
world amounts to about 1,500,000. The 
United States stands at the top with 
900,000. 
Then follow Germany, with 


160,000 subscribers; England, with 75,- 
000; Switzerland, with 50,000; France, 
with 35,000; Austria-Hungary, with 30,- 
000; the vast Russian empire, with only 
18,000; Scandinavia, 16,000; Denmark, 
with 15,000; Italy, 14,000; Holland and 
Spain, each 12,000; Belgium, 11,000; Ja- 
pan, 3,500; Portugal, Luxembourg, Aus- 
tralia, each 2,000; Roumania, 400; Bul- 
garia, 300. It will be seen that there is 
still plenty of room for extension. There 
are many countries where the telephone 
is still quite unknown.

The success of t'.ie Suez canal led M. 


de Lesseps, who was the chief agent 
in the construction of that work, to 
seek to complete the channel of navi- 
gation around the world by a waterway 
at Panama. The scheme contemplated 
the digging of a canal from sea to sea, 
partly at the level of the tide water and 
partly below it. The work thus far has 
been a failure, and the plan is believed 
by manv experts to be impracticable. 
The Nicaragua route, though burdened 
with the delays of lockage, is now con- 
ceded to be more practical, far less 
costly and more useful than the one at 
Panama. 
Besides it will accomplish 


the same object. 


Although many casual surveys had 


been made both through Panama and 
the proposed Nicaragua route, the first 
complete 
instrumental survey 
was 


made in 1819-50. Since tnen and. at dif- 
fereift periods, pxtending up to last 
year, surveys have.been made both for 
the government and pnVate paities. 
The route now accepted as the one 
through which it Is proposed to con- 
struct the canal !s by way of the San 
Juan river from San Juan del Norte, on 
the Caribbean coast, to San Carlos, on 
Lake Nicaragua, and from the western 
part of the lake to Brito, on the Pacific 
coast. The line of the proposed canal 
Is on the boundary which formerly sep- 
arated Nicaragua from Cos.ta Rica. The 
length of the canal will be 169% miles, 
of which 142% miles will be through the 
lake and river, and the remaining 26% 
miles will have to be excavated. The 
lake of Nicaragua is one of the most re- 
markable physical features in the TV orld. 
It fills a cavity in the midst of a broken

80 feet wide and 
30 feet deep. The three on tbe Atlantic 
side will have a lift amounting in all to' 
106 feet. Lock No. 1, which will be 
nearest the ocean, will have a lift of 31 
feet; No. 2, 30 feet, and No. 3, 45 feet. 
The first lock will be situated about 13 
miles' from San Juan del Norte (Grey- 
town). 


The complete lockage of a 0,000 ton 


steamer will take about. 45 minutes, and 
it is estimated that it will take about 
28 hours to pass a vessel from one 
coast to the other. 


The tests made by the engineci-s of 


the soil along the proposed route of the 
canal show it to be of a superior quality 
and easy to work. It can be excavated 
easily and will hold its position along 
the banks. It Is not like the sandy 
sides of the Suez canal, which are con- 
stantly giving away and making it nec- 
essary to keep dredging machines at 
work in the channel. 


Most of the dredging w"! be com- 


paratively easy. The gieatesl difficul- 
ties will be in constructing the dams 
and Jocks and cutting through the 
rocky hills. The engineers, however, 
who have studied the country and made 
the surveys state that the work can be 
done within the estimated amount of 
money. The estimates, however, differ

It Is one of the most extraordinary 
nconsistencies of a. democratic society 
that the dressmaker, the milliner, the 
hop-woman may demand a certain re- 
spectful treatment, while the waitress 
and the cook must accept the treat- 
ment accorded only to menials. Much 
of this is explained by the traditions of 
feudal servility, from which nearly all 
ilasses of labor, except household ser- 
vice, have been emancipated. A deeper 
cause, however, is the'liking of human 
nature to command its inferiors. Wo- 
men especially do not want'intelligent 
equals to serve them: they want an in- 
ferior, a subordinate—a servant, not 
an employe. Compare the attitude of 
the business man toward the employe, 
and the attitude of the mistress toward 
the servant. Because there is this in- 
definable social 
stigma 
attaching 


to service, intelligent, self-respecting 
women shun it; because self-respecting 
women shun it, the social stigma in- 
creases. Cause and effect are recipro- 
cal. The fact of social inferiority is ex- 
pressed in many petty ways—by the 
use of the Christian name, by the re- 
quirement of livery when not on duty, 
by a servile manner, and, more, than 
all, by the social 'isolation. Every other 
class has its amusements, every other 
girl her opportunity for suitable mar- 
riage; but the maid-servant -must go 
out of doors to be entertained or to be 
courted. Some of this is due to the low 
social standard of domestics as a class; 
but much more of it is to be attributed 
to the notions of themistress. Thesocial 
ban extends to every stratum of so- 
cie'ty; the petty tradesman will marry 
a sewing-girl, a shop-girl, a tailoress, 
but not a "hired" girl: the . working 
girls' club admit all kinds of respect- 


,ble women to their membership ex- 
ept the domestic. Socially,, the .do- 
mestic is taboped, ignored, slighted 
iy every class except the day-laborer. 
We are accustomed in the United 
tales to think that social distinctions 
re of consequence only - among 
the 


lasses where wealth, breeding- and edu- 
;ation set the lines of demarcation. The 
'act is, however* that the lower in the 
cale of intelligence, the more sharply 
marked are the lines, and the more con- 
ventional the judgment. 
Who is to 


hange all this? 
Doubtless, the maid 


herself, by efficiency, dignity and good 
sense, can climb to the upper grade of 
her own class, and "may attain to the 
society of ' sewing-girls -'and working- 
families of established position and 
reputation. More could- be done by the 
intelligent mistress towards elevating 
the equality and character of domestic 
service, by respectful recognition of the 
maid's individuality and inspirations. 
It can cost the mistress, whose social 
position is a known quantity, nothing 
but sympathetic appreciation, nothing 
but the effort of putting herself in the 
other woman's place, Jo help the maid 
to a place somewhat above the lowest 


the social scale. Would it in, any 


wise lower the dignity of the mistress 
to call the maid '"Mrs.*1 or "Miss"? Is 
there any logical reason, why the cap 
and the apron should not be removed as 
soon as the work is done? The police- 
man, 
the conductor, the porter 'and the 


waiter doff their uniforms as soon aa 
work is done; yet some mistresses re- 
quire the maid to wear her livery on the 
street, as a sort of abadge of servitude. 
But more galling than all is that at- 
titude which is'commonly called "keep- 
ing her In her place," by which It is 
meant to say: "Let no one,suppose that 
this person has anything in common 
with me!" The attnoaphere of 'conde- 
scension is more Intolerable than any 


England herself claims to be, and 


all other countries believe her to be, 
the one free trade country in a back- 
sliding and uneconomic world; and it 
is probable that many foreigners en- 
tertain the conviction that England is 
one vast free port where no customs 
duties are levied. This is very far from 
being the case. It is so far from being 
the case, indeed, that there is no coun- 
try in Europe, nor, with the exception 
of the United States, any in the world, 
'vhich levies so large an amount of 
customs duties at its ports as the 
United Kingdom. This, to some, may 
be a hard and surprising saying; but it 
is the strict truth. Not protectionist 
Russia, nor protectionist Germany, nor 
protectionist France gets so much rev- 
enue from customs as free trade Eng- 
la'-d. And the strange thing is that the 
British customs revenue is levied 
wholly upon a very few articles, e. g., 
tea, which is taxed with a custom duty 
of 35 per cent; wine, which is taxed 22 
per cent; spirits, which are taxed 206 
per cent; and tobacco, which is taxed 
247 per cent. 


The schismatics, who doubt whether 


this is free trade, ai;e the heretics, who 
deny that it is free trade, are indeed 
loftily silenced by being told that the 
fewer the articles taxed, the freer the 
trade is for all other articles upon a 
given customs revenue. They are fur- 
ther told that, since neither tea nor 
-.vine nor tobacco is produced in Eng- 
land, and since mere is a countervail- 
ing excise duty on British spirits 
equivalent to the customs duty on for- 
eign spirits, therefore it is not a sys- 
tem of protection, but only a system of 
revenue, which raises over £20,000,000 
of customs at our ports. They are re- 
minded also of one of the great central 
free trade doctrines, that it is the 
motive which governs all, and that, 
therefore, while even a 1 per cent duty 
on corn would be outrageous because 
suggesting the motive of protection, 
there is no such wickedness in the 247 
per cent dtty on tobacco, inasmuch 
as, in that instance, there can be no 
motive but that of revenue.—"Tariff 
Tendencies in <S3eat Britain, by Thos.

The defendant is discharged from cus- 
tody.'

Grace had acted not only as befitted a 
chivalrous man, but that his ruling 
was right.

H«r Song From Conscription, but 
Cbonced the Family Name. 


A gentleman living in Boston told an 


interesting story the other day about 
how some of his blood relatives hap- 
pened to have a family name different 
from his own. It seems that during the 
persecutions in Scotland these particu- 
lar Kirkpatricks went over to Ireland 
and settled in Belfast. Subsequently the 
head of the family came across the 
ocean and as soon as he was established 
sent for his wife to join him, bringing 
with her their four sons, two of whom 
were old enough to make stripling sol- 
diers had some exigency demanded such 
a sacrifice.

The intercept-ion by the cruiser resulted 
in the family settling in Halifax instead 
of in the United states, but even after 
peace was restored the two Kirkpatrick 
boys found it much harder to get their 
name back than it had been to exchange 
it on shipboard. In fact, they never got 
it back.

as Kilpatrioks refused to know them as 
"Kirkpatricks, and in the course of time 
the effort to reclaim the family name 
was abandoned as hopeless.

OUR SMALLER COLLEGES. 


In Many Reapecta They Axe Doing Better 


Work Than the Larger Institutions, 
"There are a few striking facts about 


_the small American college," writes 
'Edward W. Bok in The Ladies' Home 
Journal. "One striking fact is that 60 
per cent of the brainiest Americans who 
have risen to prominence and success 
are graduates of colleges whose names 
are scarcely known outside of their own 
states. It is a fact also that during the 
past ten years the majority of the new 
and bast methods of learning have em- 
anated from the smaller colleges and 
have been adopted later by the larger 
ones. Because a college happens to be 
unknown 300 miles from the place of 
its location does not always mean that 
the college is not worthy of wider re- 
pute. The fact cannot be disputed that 
the most direct teaching and neces- 
sarily the teaching most productive of 
good results is being done in the small- 
er American colleges. 


The names of these colleges may not 


be familiar to the majority of people, 
but that makes them none the less wor- 
thy places oi learning. The larger col- 
leges are unquestionably good, but 
there are smaller colleges just as good 
and in some respects better. Some of 
the finest educators we have are attached 
to the faculties of the smaller institu- 
tions of learning. Xoung girls or young 
men who aro being educated at one of 
the smaller colleges need never feel 
that the fact of the college being a 
small one places them at a disadvantage 
in comparison with the friend or com- 
panion who has been sent to a larger 
and better known college. It is not the 
college; it is the stndeut."

meeting of colored people held at St. 
Paul's church Monday night, at which 
the majority voted that if anyone was 
sent to bring the Baker family north it 
should be Mi?s Lillian Clayton Jewett 
(white), the authoress, a stormy meet- 
ing was held last night by the opposition 
faction in tl»« Revere Street church 
(colored), at which Mrs. 
RUffln, the 


leader against Miss Jewett, presided. 
In her opening: speech, Mrs. Ruffin re- 
ferred to the things the opposition party 
had against the character of Miss Jewett.

Miss Jewitt was not there, but she had 


many sympathizers, and they helped 
to add excitement to the affair by calling 
each other hard names, and 
saying 


things that were not In the book of eti- 
quette. 
Much bitter) feeling. cropped 


out, and' in the speeches which were 
made, innuendoes were thrown out that 
It was a'fight of ministers rather than 
a desire to bring the Bakers to Boston. 


Such scenes as were enacted last night 


have rarely been witnessed at a pub- 
lic meeting. I. B. Barnet said that upon 
Investigation he had..found that Miss 
Jewett had not lived in the aristocratic 
section of the city, as claimed, but in 
the lodging-house district. Mr. Barnet, 
continuing, said that the colored people 
of Boston needed to look out for their 
ministers, who were misguiding them. 
He referred slightingly to Rev. Mr. Fan-is 
of St. Paul's church for the 
alleged 


favoritism he had shown toward Miss 
Jewitt.

A half dozen men rushed up to Barnet, 


shaking their fists in his face, while 
several wonren threatened to pull his 
hair and scratch out his eyes if he didn't 
take back what he said, . Pandemonium 
reigned. 
Everybody who could shout 


was shouting, and those' who couldn't 
shout talked and urged on the partici- 
pants in the dispute. 


The, robust form of ex-Councillor Al- 


len was seen in the midst of the group 
at the platform, and he 'Politely invited 
Mr. Barnet to step outside and he would 
change his mind .if not his physical ap-- 
pearance. 
Lawyer Walker got mixed 


up in the melee, too. and he and Allen 
had some warm words about each other 
being "no good." 


Rev. Mr. Kirke from Maiden proved 


to be a parson who had fighting blood In 
him, 
for he volunteered to wipe the floor 


with Barnet. 
Rev. P. T.'Stanford of 


the Colored Congregational church of 
Cambridge, who was one of the pro- 
moters of the meeting, sent out for the 
police," but the two-officers-who were 
inside early, in the-evening-went out 
because of the oppressive heat, and. Were 
far dway enjoying the breezes of the 
hill. 


Finally the two' policemen returned, 


reinforced by Sergeant Lowery 
and 


some other officers. 
The sergeant re- 


fused to club the crowd into submission, 
because, he said, he had no right to, 
not having witnessed any violation of 
the law. 
For refusing'to-do so, the 


sergeant was threatened with a police 
board hearing, and all the misery and 
woe which the law could Invoke. 


After peace was restored more speeches 


werf made, the tenor .of all, of which 
were that it was notadvlsa.ble.at present 
to bring tne Baker family north. 


Mr. Barnet was. prevailed upon, to 


Apologize for nig sweeping denunciation 
of the colored clergy, and he was fol- 
lowed by Rev. Mr. Kirke (colored) of 
Maiden, Who formally accepted the 
apology on his own behalf and added 
that possibly Miss Jewett could be ac- 
cepted as the saviour of the colored race.

Declared to Have Been the Founda- 
tion For Assassination of fleurcaux. 


The Situation From Revolu- 


tionists4 Point of View. 


flew Dominican Cabinet Formed, With Figuereo 
, 
as President. 


NeT\- Yo'rk, Aug. 2.—Adrianno Grul'on, 


the representative in the United States 
of the Santo Domingo revolutionists, 
and formerly the business partner of 
Senor Jiminea, the leader of the insur- 
rection, last nisht made public a state- 
ment which, in part, is as follows: 


"The 
assassination of 
President 


Heureaux was not an act of revenge for 
the murder of Caceres' father, but the 
signal for the commencement of the up- 
rising against the existing government 
there. 


"Caceres is the cousin of General 


Horacio Vasquez, and was with him at 
the time of the shooting. General Vas- 
quez is a member of one of the best fami- 
lies of Moca. 


"Neither Air. Caceres nor General Vas- 


quez can be considered common assas- 
sins, as their motives were not personal, 
but patriotic. They attacked the presi- 
dent in broad daylight in an open space, 
and not from ambush, although their 
little party was outnumbered two to one 
J>y the president and his bodyguard. 


"For 14 years Heureaux has held power 


by a system of. terrorizing; citizens were 
sent to prison without the slightest pro- 
cess of law and more than 300 were clan- 
destinely shot, without any trial what- 
ever or without even being given a rea- 
son for their incarceration. 


"There has been no legal election of 


any kind since 1889, and then Heureaux 
retained power through a fraudulent 
count of votes. The opposition appealed 
to arms, but was defeated. 


"The constitution of Santo Domingo 


(provides that no one shall hold'offlce for 
more than one term in succession, but 
this the late president overruled. There 
is no such thing as a free press In that 
country. The Dominicans resident in 
New York dare not give information re- 
garding the politics of their country, 
fearing that their relatives and interests 
there would suffer. 


"During the war between the United 


States and Spain Heureaux showed his 
sympathy for Spain in many acts and 
put every difficulty possible in the way 
of Americans and Cubans. The Queen 
of Spain serit him a decoration. 


"Mr. Jimlftez desires the most friendly 


relations with the United States, and 
there is not the slightest fear that the 
insurrectionists will interfere in any way 
with the property of foreigners on the 
island. Mr. Jiminez and General Gomez 
are warm personal friends. 


'•'As Heureaux was a usurper the vice 


president is equally so, but bloodshed 
and insurrection would cease at once if 
the latter would announce that a legal, 
public election would take place on Aug. 
16, the independence day of the coun- 
try." 


Vice President Wenceslao Figuereo 


has taken charge of -the government of 
Santo Domingo; as president, and has 
formed a cabinet as follows: 


Minister of interior, F. D. Morales; 


minister of war and marine, Tilo Palinb; 
minister of foreign affairs, E. Henri- 
quez;- minister of finances, J. de J. Al- 
varez; minister of justice, Sebastian 
Valverde; minister of agriculture, 
T. 


Cordera Bido; minister of posts and tel- 
egraphs, James K. Vidal; sub-secretary 
of justice, Pedro T. Perez; sub-secre- 
tary of interior, Eraulio Alvarez. 


The country i* Quiet, and no fears of

at hand, President Heureaux was with 
the administrator of finances in Moca,| 
when a beggar presented himself and 
requested a gratuity.

Clara Barton on the subject of the Cu- 
ban reconcentrados will be contained in 
the coming number of The Independent. 
. 'Miss Barton says that there are now 
•in Cuba 50,000 destitute orphan children 
of reconcentrados who have in the last 
lew years died of starvation anvd want. 
These children are scattered throughout 
nearly every city and town which had 
been of sufficient size and importance 
to receive the driven-out country people. 
They are not children of low or doubtful 
origin; many are of the best of Cuban 
famine's. 
The reconcentrados were 


largely the country people of property- 
farmers and small planters. 


"Miss Barton says that these children 


are utterly homeless and no one has the 
least personal interest in them or re- 
sponsibility for them. The townspeople 
-still do what they can, hut their main 
dependence is begging of the passengers 
of every passing train. The aspect of 
these children is often terrifying. The 
Red Cross surgeons and trained nurses 
wrought out a system which, Miss Bar- 
ton believes, simply followed out as now 
being pursuefl, will in less than six 
months transform these thousands of 
bapleas renegaft;s into clean, whole- 
come, well-ordered children; learning to 
work," to read and to forget the lives of 
pain, want and woe they went through. 
This system is to gather them up, mak- 
ing small asylums of the plainest and 
'simplest kljid, interesting the authori- 
ties and the people of the city In the 
movement, securing their full co-opera- 
tion, providing for all wants and mak- 
ing it possible for the people of the towns 
to look after them as their own, with the 
continued care and oversight of the Red 
Cross officials.

She "Will Not Give Up Colonial Com- 


merce Without a St?n£fgle. 


Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines 


afforded a market for over §40,000,000 
worth of Spanish goods per annum, ac- 
cording to a statement of the British 
consul at Barcelona, just received by 
the treasury bureau of statistics at 
Washington. 
About three-fourths of1 


this amount was in manufactured 
goods, and considerably more than one- 
half of this market was tbat of Cuba 
alone. 


According to the statement which 


Consul Roberts sends to the British 
foreign office, dated June 18, 1899, the 
exports of Spain to Cuba in 1896 
arnou--ted to 134,461,675 pesetas; to 
Porto Rico, 37,000,809 pesetas and' to 
the Philippines 38,357,757, making a 
total of 210,480,241 pesetas; and, ac- 
cepting the value of the peseta at 20 
cents, this makes a total of §42,096,- 
048. 


Consul Roberts expresses the opinion 


that Spanish manufacturers and deal- 
ejrs are not going to give up the mar- 
kets of Cuba, Porto Rico and.the Phil- 
ippines without a struggle. He also in- 
timates that other nationalities, have 
in the past participated in the so called 
Spanish trade with these islands by lo- 
cating in Spain and thus getting the 
advantage of low tariff rates into tha 
islands which was originally given to 
commerce originating in Spain,

ON THE GRAND BANKS. 


How the Cod and. Halibut An Taken by 


the Small Vessels. 


Gnstav Kobbe writes an article en- 


titled "On the Grand Banks and Else- 
where" for St. Nicholas. Mr. Kobbe 
says: 


The trawlers are generally found on 


the Grand banks, the hand liners on 
the western hank and Quiro. These 
hand lines are smaller vessels with 
fewer dories, and the men fish with 
hand lines, one man and two lines to a 
dory. The hand liner sits in the middle 
of his dory, with a compartment in its 
stern and another in its bow for his 
catch. When you see the bow sticking 
far up in the air, yon kow the fisherman 
has his stern load. Then, as fish after 
fish flashes into the other compartment, 
the bow settles, and when the dory ia 
on an even keel the hand liner pulls 
back to the vessel. 


The trawlers bait with fresh herring, 


mackerel and squid, the band liners 
with salt clams. The catch of both is 
split and salted, and the vessel has a 
full "fare," or catch, when she has 
"wet her salt"—that is, used up all 
her salt—and is full of fish. A trawler's 
voyage lasts about 8 weeks, a hand 
liner's 11. 


A trawler's crew receives no wages, 


but fishes on shares. First the captain 
gets a percentage; of the remainder, one 
half goes to the vessel, which "finds"— 
that is, supplies the gear, stores, salt 
and half the bait—and the other half to 
the captain and crew in equal shares, 
which run from $110 to f 150 and even 
to $250. 


But among the hand liners each man 


is paid according to what he catches, 
the"far,e" from each dory being weigh- 
ed as it is taken aboard. This stimu- 
lates competition. There is judgment 
in knowing where to fish or how long 
to stay over a certain spot, and even the 
quickness with which a line is hauled 
in will make a perceptible difference at 
the end of a day's fishing. It means 
something "to ba "high line," as they 
call the best fisherman, ,at the end of a 
voyage, and those who win this distinc- 
tion time and again, as soine do, be- 
come known as "killers" and "big 
fishermen." 


The main catch on the banks is cod 


and halibut There is also a fleet of 
small Ameiican vessels which pursues 
the merry swordfish. 
Swordfishing is 


good sport—whaling on a small scale. A 
man, dart in band, stands in the ves- 
sel's bow, supported by a semicircular 
iron brace. When near enough to the 
fish, he lets fly the dart. A awordfish 
may weigh 850 pounds. One can tow a 
dory a mile, and a piece of the sword 
has been found driven through the bot- 
tom of a pilotboat.

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The Hudson River Valley. 


The Hudson river valley and the as- 


pect of the river itself have passed 
through many changes since the eye of 
60 years and over first knew them. The 
old manorial estates, the many acred 
"places" derived from grants or by 
purchase when land was worth but lit- 
tle money, were then in the full flower 
of their hospitable occupancy and, with 
the exception of a few market towns, 
themselves of small importance—Hud- 
son, Poughkeepsie, Newburg—over all 
the region else between Albany and 
New York there brooded a sleepy, pas- 
toral peace, not to be broken until the 
demon of steam should come with ear 
splitting scream and thundering tread, 
asserting its right of eminent domain. 
At the sound of that unruly voice the 
white winged brood of sloops and sail- 
ing vessels of all kinds disappeared, 
never to return—a loss ill supplied by 
the splendid steamboats which, ablaze 
with lights like so many Aaron's breast- 
plates, plow their way through the hills, 
sending their magic searchlights from 
shore to shore. 


The generation that knew and loved 


the valley in this pastoral time is rapid- 
ly passing* away, and the newcomers 
who are remaking the land are in large 
measure of a different race, or at least 
it may be said there has been so strong 
an infusion of new peoples that the sur- 
face complexion of the towns and vil- 
lages has been strangely altered. Where, 
in this still remembered time, the names 
of the inhabitants betrayed, for the 
most part, a remote Dutch or nennan 
origin, with a scattering contingent of 
English and Huguenot strain, o;u rural 
postmasters find the labor of having 
every few years to learn the names of 
even the older residents enormously in- 
creased by the necessity of answering 
the calls for their letters of a swarm of 
outlandish folk—Bohemians, Hungari- 
ans, Italians, Syrians.—Clarence Cook 
in Century.

CITY LABORERS ORGANIZE 


Will Oppose Contract Labor and Work 


for Eight -Hour Day 


tA union of city laborers was formed 


temporarily last evenarig under the di- 
rection of the organizing committee of 
the Central Labor union, and when a 
charter is secured from the national or- 
ganization, the new union will become 
affiliated with the central body. About 
40 laborers were present in. the C. L. U. 
rooms, and the meeting was addressed 
by President McDonald and Secretary 
McGinnis of the C. L. U. and by Wil- 
liam Dobson. 


There was much interest 
shown 


among the laborers in the new organ- 
ization, and it is expected that the 
union will be a very strong1 one. It will 
include all unclassified laborers as well 
as those who are actually employed by 
the city*. The union will have charge 
of the interests of the laboring men in 
all matters that relate to city work, 
where hereof ore the central union has 
been working on its own responsibility 
and without any organisation of the la- 
borers themselves. 


When the union is completed and fin- 


ally organized, it will take up severaj 
matters of interest which, have been 
discussed more or less by the Central 
Labor union. The chief work done will 
be for the abolition of the contract sys- 
tem on city work, like paving, and will 
endeavor to have all city work done by 
the city itself, as the sewer work is now 
done. The employment of local labor 
will also be insisted on so far as p<g- 
sible. Another matter that will be agi- 
tated will be the adoption by the city 
of an eight hour work day for city work, 
as provided for by an act of the last 
legislature. 


County Commissioners' Meeting

county to,borrow $5000 for current ex- 
penses. The commissioners dismissed 
the petition of Henry W. Soule and 
others for a bridge across the Farm- 
Ington river between the counties of 
Berkshire and Hampshire.
